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THE SHORTER ROUTE TOWARD 
THE GOAL OF DEMOCRACY 


Popular estimate of the Russian bureaucracy is being put to 
entirely new tests these days from which it cannot fail to emerge 
without at least some trace of doubt as to whether the world has not, 
after all, misjudged the Romanoffs just a trifle. 

From this distance the things which have always stuck out In 
the Russian picture are the lurid lights—Kisheneff_ massacres, Black 
Hundred, Bloody Sunday, terrorists, bombs, Shagalin island—but als 
a background there is a populationofone hundred and seventy mil- 
lions, growing one thousand millions of bushels of wheat, fishing, 
lumbering, mining much gold and producing most of the world’s 
petroleum, and a government which has built a railroad one-third of 
the distance round the world, has constructed great docks and harbors 
on an ice-bound coast, and has completed canals and great highways 
of which we do not even hear the name. These things designate mil- 
lions living in industrious and pastoral quiet and a ministry with initia- 
tive and no mean order of constructive genius. Looking into history 
the picture is even more puzzling. Here the things which glare are 
the traditional cruelty and callousness of the bureaucracy’s methods 
and the shocking lusts and homicides of her courts—Finland devas- 
tated to submerge her nationality and Catherine I] encompassing the 
assassination of her husband to choose a new paramour each year— 
but right alongside this impression is the evidence of the strange spell 
which, despite hatreds arising from grotesque dissimilarities of pre- 
judices and tribal origin and the clashing of creeds, has in some manner 
held together such an incongruous people to bring them into com- 
parative homogenity, increase their numbers nearly one hundred per 
cent, within the cycle of a single century and raise the whole mass to 
preparedness for constitutional government. 

Now, with the outbreak of war, we get a new perspective of the 
estimate which the subject peoples place upon this and other govern- 
ments. We see Poles rise to assist the Russian army, Galicians sur- 
render the Austrian arms to get under the Russian flag, Armenians 
lisking their lives under the shadow of the scimiter to facilitate the 
progress of Russia, These people, manifestly, have an abiding faith 
in the pledges of the Russian bureaucracy, a faith which is equalled 
but not overmatched when Servia and Montenegro risk their national 
existence on Russia’s word and Britain and France accept Russia’s 
assurance that there will be no separate agreements for peace. 

In the modern scheme of things, czarism, like every other form 
of absolutism, has no place and sooner or later must go; but Russia 
has been travelling a very jagged path toward modernization and 
closer acquaintanceship would probably show that in the meantime the 
Romanofts have their own troubles in neutralizing the discordant 
prejudices of ignorance and in subduing and disciplining the passions 
of those petty chiefs whose tendency is to convert into a medium of 
oppression the simple authority essential to the maintenance of order. 

rhis much at least, is manifest, that when German special plead- 
ers cry out to the world against the dangers of pan-Slavism they at- 
tempt to invoke an apprehension which is not justified by the newer 
Russian picture as contrasted with the German military despotism, 
nor is it felt either by the defenseless peoples who have experienced 
the weight of both autocracies or the principalities and empires whose 
future existence depends upon the good faith of whichever power, 
Sliv or Teuton, predominates. 

Before the German’s attempt to make the world believe that a 
Slavic triumph would stop the clock of progress they should first make 
plain that the Prussian route is the shorfer toward the goal of demo- 
cracy.

MANUFACTURERS SHOULD SHOW CAUSE Why 
THEIR GRAFT SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO CONTINUE 

Advance notices of the meeting of representatives of the western 
farmers and eastern manufacturers held in Winnipeg last week in- 
timated that the intention was to devise a plan by which the aggre- 
gate agricultural production of the west could be largely increased. 
But the report given out at the conclusion of the gathering was in the 
form of a recommendation that an investigation committee be ap- 
pointed by the federal government to investigate agricultural condi- 
tions and recommend remedies for whatever is the matter. 

From this it is evident that while the farmers and the manufac- 
turers are unable to agree upon any plan to increase the agricultural 
operations in the prairie provinces, both admit that such operations 
as are carried on now are not persued under ideal conditions. Where 
the fault lies is something about which there is apparently such dif- 
terence of opinion that farmers and manufacturers cannot arrive ata 
unanimous answer and must needs submit the evidence to an inves- 
tigating committee. 

Just at this juncture the farmers overlooked a point in not demand- 
ing that tirst of all the manufacturing business be submitted to an 
investigation to discover what is the matter with conditions prevailing 
there. 

By demanding that a tariff ring be placed around the farmers so 
that none but Canadian manufacturers may have access to their mar- 
ket, the manufacturers, on the face of it, admit they have not the 
ability to continue in business except at the expense of artificial prices 


paid by the farmers. 

\s tarming is a basic industry, the one on which the prosperity 
ef the dominion most largely depends, the manufacturers should be 
required to show cause why they should be allowed to absorb an undue 
Percentage of agriculture’s contribution toward the national wealth 
before they assume to investigate in search for the reasons why agri- 
culture does not expand in spite of this absorption. 


It the tariff system were reduced to a simpler form so that every 
farmer who drew wheat to the elevator were required to dump one 
bushél out of four into the tariff bin, farmers would feel that before 
examining into agriculture’s ability to progress and expand in spite of 
the graft there should be some reasonable explanation of why the 
graft should exist.at all.

T is hard to describe Sir Willlam 

Van Horne in fairly moderato 

langungo.

of strength and kindness, with a tre- 

mendous tolerance and understanding of 

human nature, Then one after another of 

his different sides appeared as conversation 

took a wider field, and when I left him I was 

marvelling at his personality. ~ 

Not that &ir William was what one would call a 

handsome man, though it was hard to judge what he 

may have been In his youth. But his extraordinary sym- 

pathy and understanding of all things beautiful from the effect 

of all natural scenes to the most exquisite of man-made objects, 

gave one the impression that here was a man who knew. 

The highly trained scholar and overcrammed college youth {s not 

really an interesting person, his knowledge does not seem to make any 
others better, but the wide knowledge of a man of Sir Willlam’s experi- 
ence given out through his magnetic personality must have had a tremen- 

dous effect on all with whom he came in contact. 

I went first to see him in order to got his permission to make a sketch 
of him fn black and white I will admit I was Just a little bit afraid that 
my errand would be fruitless for I was told Sir Willlam was an “Empire 
Builder,” and the man more or less responsible for the great Canadian 
Pacific Railway. I felt for a moment that I was golng to meet the man 
who taid the rails from the Pacific to the Atlahtic--who operated the trans- 
Pacific ships from Vancouver to the Orient, and the trans-Atlantic from 
the Maritime coast to the British Isles. It was a great joy when he came 
slowly into the big drawing-room with a genial smile and an apology on 
his ips for keeping me walting—then I knew.my request would be granted. 
His first words were, “Now what can I do for you?” And on my stating 


my request, he immediately replied in the affirmative with none of the 
“shilly-shallying” of lesser men who might wish to pretend that they are 
much ton important to give up any e to such an unimportant person as 
an amDitious artist. He at once fixed a day and hour and it was with great 
delight that I started on the sketch in his own studio, a wonderful room 
fall of curios and “objets d’arts” from all countries and of all ages. The 
inavitable cigar was in his mouth most of the time, but every now and again 
he would take {t out and say, “You will tell me when I am to stop smoking, 
won't you? May I have another puff?” Being an artist he could understand 
how one felt and his chief idea was to make it as easy as possible for a 
fellow artist. 

Without touching on personal experiences I may say that I have met 
some of the greatest men of the age, politicians, artists, explorers, musicians 
and writers; but among them ali he stood out in strong relief. He was so 
esvontially human and never was there the sHghtest hint of trying to show 
off his power and *nowledge, a failing one sees often amongst the world’s 
favourites, His love for his little grandson was one very noticeable trait 
in his character, and amongst hie own paintings is one of a group of “Teddy 
Bears” on a good sized canvas, painted—so says the Inscription, at the wish 
of “Little William.” 

His work, his different interest and talents are widely known and per 
baps he js best described as “cosmic” for he seems to be made of all this 
earth's elements and spiritually in touch with all that makes for progress.

When Gowdy Joined the Boston club 
a few years ago it was almost im- 
posible for him to get under a foul 
back of the plate. He had consider- 
able difficulty in Judging it, and when 
he did get close to it it was almost a 
two to one bet he would miss/it. Not 
so now, He tears his mas} off with 
a quick jerk, goes back fadt and cets 
under the ball now almost as well as 
Jimmy Archer, who is the best in the 
league. 

That is not the only feature in which 
Gowdy has improved, IJlis knowledge 
of how to work the twirlcrs has de- 
veloped, and he has learned to Judye 
with a fair degree of accuracy the 
intentions of the base runners. Not 
many bases are stolen on him be- 
cause he has a strong arm and gets 
the ball away faster than he did at 
first. He !8 also aggressive, which ts 
one reason why Manager Stallings kept 
him behind the plate. 

Schmidt was regarded as the poorest

made from this material cannot, it Js 
claimed, be burned or damaged by 
grease, and is as flexible as cloth made 
from sheep's wool.
